Storing Potatoes 


Valuable Advice to Follow in Order 
‘to Save Loss 


“It is bad prattice te store pota- 
toes in Jarge bins or pits,” says Prof. 
William Stuart, of the U.Se depart- 
ment of agriculture. Not infrequent. 
ly: potatoes are piled to a. depth of | 
ten to fifteen feet Whe pile being cor-t 
respondingly large in the other two 
dimensions. When stored in this. 
‘manner they are almost certain 
go through a rather violent sweating 
or curing process, during the course 
‘of which the tubers in the central 
portion of the pile. are frequently | 
subjected to a dangerously high tem- 
perature, 

This is especially truc if the tubers 
are slightly immature, or were not 
ry and {ree from moist soil when 
gathered, or if stored when the olit- 
side temperature is high, making it 
dificult to lower the Inside tempera- 
ture of the house.
